The spo.ikcr Bave a clear explan.i.' 
tlon of c.ich of the processes; and il 
lustratcd his remarks by references to 
diasrrams. He was during; the summer 
cngragred In purifylnp corbon dioxide 
obtained from the fermentation of 
beer; and has alrc.idy had ii great 
deal to do with commercial dcvelop- 
inentR In Canada, of the production of 
this gaa. He proposed to treat at 
first of the historical aspect of the 
subject. 

Van Hclmont in the 17th contury, 
■R-as the first to observe scientifically 
th,^t this pis was produced during 
the proce.'îpes of fermentation and 
combustion; and that il w^ls the same 
K.iE in each cast. In 1755, -Black re- 
cogmized that it was a constant con 
ijtitutcni of the atmosphere, and 
named it "fixed air." It remained for 
Lavoisier to determine il.s exact 
chemical composition and to state 
that Jt was an oxide of carbon 

Certainly it must have been observ- 
ed lone ago by the ancients, who are 
known to haVe speculated on the 
ideas and causes of fermentation. .It 
occurs in limestone. In the earth's 
crust, as Trell as in plants, animals 
and the atmosphere. Us first commer- 
cial application was in beverapes; and 
the fact that it occurs in limestone 
resulted in the first practical method 
of its production on a larse scale. All 
', ?v the later practical difflcultics have to 
i-H > do with its purification. 
' .. In 1902 was instituted the maffnesite 
^ method, the carbon dioxide beinu pro- 
duced from the mag-ncsium carbonate 
contained in the mineral. This pro- 
4;' cess was entirely replaced In 1910 by 
the coke method. And this in turn. It 
îippearB, will be replaced in time by 
the activated carbon methc^Sa 

In the mapnesite hupe steel retoHs 
cd to cnarmouK heai; this resulted in a 
to enormous heat; ihi.« resulted In 
Iiroduction of mag'nesium oxide and 
carbon dioxide g-as from, the contain- 
ed magnesium carbonate. When no 
more gas was plven off. the magnes 
3uni was removed and the kilns re 
charged. The solid oxide of magsesium 
-was sold to chemical plants engaged 
in the manufacture of oxychlorido 
used In cement. Magneslte wh.s ori- 
«:inally obtained from the Grecian 
Archipelago; taut a similar mineral 
was is 1910 discovered near Calumet, 
Que. This is not a pure magsesitc but 
contains lime which Interferes with 
the direct production of the carbonic 
acid gas. But it was soon found that 
by careful and graded heating, the 
pas could be obtained before calcium 
o.\ide Interfered. 

The coke process superceded the 
former in 1910, and is still in use to- 
day. Carbon dioxide is produced by 
the burning 'of coke cither over an 
electric furnace, or indirectly by 
power produced from Hicam. In Cana- 
da, where electric power is cheaper, 
the former is employed; in the United 
States, the latter or stcum power Is 
preferred. The gas containinj,' Im- 
jjiirities is first sent through water 
."criibbcrn. which icinove dust and 
sulplier dioxide; and then through tull 
towers (absorbers) packed with coke 
and with potassium carbonate trick- 
ling down. Dilute acids convert the 
potassium to the acid bicarbonate 
which is itself c<Jnvei-ted to lye; and 
the lye is circulated through ex- 
changers back to the towers, tlius 
purifying the main product., In this 
lirocess a great deal of plant is in- 
volved and the iiljsorption toWers de- 
mand a great deal of care and atten- 
tion. By this method plants can pro- 
duced 25,000 lbs. of carbon dioxide per 
day.

Both Parties Prepare Argu- 
ments to Debate Question 
Before House 



A Bill amending the Hrltish -N'orth 
American Act to empower Canada to 
change her own Constitution will bo 
the Issue of deb:ite at the next .ses- 
sion of the Mock Parliament which 
will bo held this Wednesday evening 
in the Bulh-oom of the Union. The 
text of the Bill to be ipresented is as 
follows: - 

"That lhi.s House do pcUtion His 
Majesty to amend the British Nortli 
Amerlcivn Act, adding the followlniî 
two clauses to the same. 1. This con- 
stitution shafll not be altered except In 
the following manner: - 

The proposed law for the alteration 
Uiereof must bo p.-issed by an absolute 
majority of each House of the Parlia- 
ment and not less than two nor mors 
than six months after its passage 
through both Houses the proposed law 
shall be submitted in each province 
to the elector* qualified to vote for 
the election of members of the Houso 
of Commons. 

But if the House of Commons- pas- 
ses any such proposed law by an ab- 
solute majority, and the Senate . ?- 
Jects or fails to pass it or passes it 
with any Amendment to which the 
House of Commons will not agree, and 
if after an interval of thiee months -he 
House of Commons in the same , or 
next session again passes tlie propos- 
ed law by an. absolute majority -with 
or without any amendment which has 
been made or agreed to by the Senate, 
and the Senate rejects or fails to 
pass It or passes it with any amend- 
ment to which the House of Commons 
will not agree, the Governor-General 
may submit the proposed law as last 
proposed by the House of Commons, 
and either with oi without any am- 
endments subsequently agreed to hy 
Ijoth Houses, to the electors of each 
province qualified to vote for the elec- 
tion of the House of Commons. 

"When a proposed law Ik submitted 
to thé electors the vote shall be taken 
in such a manner hs tlie House of 
Commons prescribes. And if in a ma- 
jority of the States a majority of the 
electors voting approve the proposed 
Ia,w, It shall be presented to the Gov- 
ernor-General for the King's consent. 

So appeal ..jhall be permitted to the 
King in Council from a decision of tho 
•Supreme Court of Ca;n!ida. The right 
now overclsed toy the King In virtue 
of His Royîtl Prerogative to grant 
.special appeal from the .Supreme Court 
or (,'annda or iuty other Canadian 
Court 01 criminal or civil Jouilsdiction 
lo Ills Majesty in Council I» hereby 
ahollshed. 

B. Thi.s petition will not be sent i.o 
in.f Majesty until It has been agreed 
U» by the legislatures of a majority 
of the provinces.

Why does not the Ma- 
jor ask himself: can most of the stu- 
dents afford to throw away five dol- 
lar notes on worthless books of tick- 
ets? And another thing where did tho 
learned Major procure that divine 
right to Judge what the Board should 
do wltji the money of students. 

They talk about college sipirit, root- 
eris clubs etc. Where is the ' college 
spirit of the Board? Yes, they have 
College Spirit; to increase the gate- 
receipts at football contests for rea- 
sons, God only knows. 

Real college contests should be car- 
ried on without extra large stadiums, 
without artificially Inflated publicity, 
without organlr/od rooter,s clubs with- 
out paid athletic managers and with- 
out paid coaches. The place of contest 
should be open fields witli the price 
of admission ortly Just enough to cover 
expenses, oi' should be made up of vol- 
untarj- contributions. Then wo would 
have real spirit and not Ipirit.
